THE RESULTS OF RECONSTRUCTION. 

The charge that the Republican party has 
bungled the business of reconstruction in the 
Southern States is a part of the stock in trade 
with which the Democratic leaders have de- 
ceived the Northern people, and induced 
them to confide the power of the Government 
to their keeping, so far as the Lower House 
and many State Administnations are concern- 
ed, and with which they hope to carry the 
next general elections. The charge, however, 
is without foundation and utterly untrue. To 
show its untruth, it is only necessary to glance 
at what has been done during the past six 
years in which the Republicans have had the 
Presidency. The four years immediately 
succeeding the close of the War can- 
not be taken into consideration. They 
werd ‘years of delay and attempted retro- 
gression. In that time Anpasw Jouwson at- 
tempted the reconstruction of fhe Southern 
States upon a quasi slavery basis, these 
Southern States meanwhile enacting the most 
malignant and cruel statutes relative to the 
colored race which wonld have reduced them 
to a worse type of slavery, in some respects, 
than that which existed before the War, if it 
had not been checked by the Republican Con- 
gress. North Carolina enacted that a colored 
person could not be a witness against a white 
person; that in apprenticing them the old 
masters were to be given the preference ; 
and that in certain offenses, where white per- 
sons were punishable only with imprison- 
ment, the colored offenders should suffer 
death. Mississippi enacted similar statutes, 
and also provided for the hiring of colored 
convicts, and prevented colored men from 
renting or leasing lands. Georgia and 
Alabama made similar laws, providing, 
however, still severer penalties. South 
Carolina made the colored offender 
liable to capital punishment for several of- 
fenses for which the white offender was only 
imprisoned. The codes of Florida, Texas, 
and Louisiana were equally severe, while the 
Vagrant act of virginia was so cruel that Gen. 
Trnar forbade obedience to it. While this 
was going on in the South, without a single 
protest from the Democratic party in the 
North, Anpy Jounson continued all his efforts 
at reconstruction in the same spirit. Con- 
gress was opposed to him, and the Supreme 


to the other. There was no harmony of ef- 
fort between the Executive and the Legisla 
tive branches of the Government, but, on the 
contrary, bitter and unrelenting strife. Four 
valuable years were wasted, but the outcome 
led to the election of Gen. Grant, and very 
nearly to the impeachment of Jomnson.

The Re- 
publican party, having saved the country 
in its complete integrity and killed slavery, 
next secured the negro in his freedom by the 
necessary constitutional amendments. It 
gave him equal political rights with the white 
man. It gave him the right to vote, and to 
learn to read and write. It gave him the op- 
portanities to hold office; and, in this short 
period of time, those whe had been slaves 
before the War have been Constables, Sheriffs, 
Judges, Mayors, Governors, and Congress- 
men in both Houses.) It established the

But, asthe army had received a 
severe shock, Wn«prren desired to avoid re- 
sponsibility, fa led to present the Secretary’s 
order, and permitted the command to go to 
Gen. Dvcror, the next in command. Do- 
crot, a clear-headed, able man, was master of 
the situation. He saw it was impossible to 
defeat the enemy, and there was but one 
avenue of escape. He resolved to sacrifice 
one army corps in order to save the remain- 
ing 80,000 men with the Emperor and Mar- 
shal MacMason. Lxsrvun’s corps wasthrown 
to the front, and ordered to repel attacks to 
the last extremity. It received the attack of 
the enemy so valiantly that the Germans fell 
back repulsed, and Wnorrm concluded 
that the proposed retreat might be turned

THE POOR-HOUSE SCANDAL. 

The statements which were printed in Tun 
Tamone of Sunday concerning the manner 
in which the County Poor-House is con- 
ducted, and which were obtained by a Ta- 
UNE representative who consented to make a 
martyr and a pauper of himself in a good 
cause, ought to aronse the publie and the 
County Board, if anything can arouse the 
latter, to the manner ia which this important 
trust is administered, and bring about a 
speedy change. We would not contend that 
the paupers should be homed in a palace or 
pampered with luxuries, and a County Poor- 
House is the last place where one 
would expect to find a large degree 
of comfort, or those delicate attentions to 
the wants of inmates which are charac- 
teristic of other charitable institutions ; but 
it ghould be expected, and in fact demand- 
ed, that the paupers be treated kindly, fed 
decently, and kept warm, and comfortable, 
and clean. They are the weaklings of the 
community who have been driven to the wall 
in the struggle for life, and, unable to care 
for themselves, have become a burden which 
it is the duty of the community to bear, and 
it is no excuse to plead that they have always 
lived in squalor and filth like the beasts. It 
is a disgtace to any community to allow help- 
less poverty in its midst or to tolerate beg- 
gars. It is bound by ordinary humanity to 
care for them, and it is a disgrace when it 
does not care for them decently and consid- 
erately, and treat them with the kindness dne 
to their unfortunate situation

SOUTHERN DEMOCRACY. 

The Hon. T. M. Nozwoop, United States 
Senator from Georgia, in February last made 
a speech upon the resolution to admit Prxcu- 
BACK, in answer to Senator Morton, which is 
peculiarly suggestive as furnishing the status 
of the unreconstructed Southern Democracy. 

In this speech Mr. Norwoop said: 

That War, ur, was fought on a principle. Its origin 
was in a difference of opinion on the right construc- 
tion of the Constitution. We ef the South, honestly 
believing that rights which we held were guaranteed 
by that instrument could not be preserved in the Un- 
ion, sought to secure them under another and an in- 
dependent Government, We struck no blow at the 
existence of the Federal Government, and so impartial 
history will propounce its verdict. Bat we all know 
the result. When the War closed we laid down our 
arms, went peaceably to our homes, and set to work. 
The scene was gad beyond the power of mortal pen to 
tell. Two billions of property in slaves had vanished 
in a night. More than another billion had crumbled 
under the iron tread of war. Hundreds of millions 
more invested im Confederate bonds were swept away 
in a breath, Many millions more of Confederate 
Treasury notes perished in the same instant. Besides 
all this, nearly every planter was in debt, and his land, 
which in the main was ali that was left of his estate, 


was coveréd by mortgage, 

Assuming this ground that the South was 
right in its struggle to establish an inde- 
pendent slave-holding Government, and that 
the North was wrong in its attempt to 
prevent secession, of course everything else 
follows, and Senator Norwoop coolly in- 
dicted the Government for treating the Rebell- 
ion. as a crime, and charged upon the Re- 
publican party the responsibility for all the 
anarchy which has existed in the South since 
the War. 3 

The speech of Senator Norwoop undoubt- 
edly reflects the views of the Southern De- 
mocracy, which will be brought out with still 
greater emphnsis at the meeting of 
Congress next fall, when this Southern 
Democracy will have control of the Lower 
House, It is better for the people of the 
whole country that these views have been 
stated thus early. It will be still better if 
Senator Norwoop will undertake to induce 
the Northern Democracy to indorse them as 
the policy-of the party. This will afford the 
Senator an opportunity to discover the grave 
mistake he makes in supposing that the 
Northern people will ever acknowledge the 
right of a State to raise an army and take up 
arms against the National Government, or 
that they will ever look upon it in any other 
light then that of rebellion. However widely 
the people of the North may differ as to the 
methods of reconstruction, he will find that 
they regard reconstruction of some kind as a 
right, and a necessary.right. They will never 
consent to lose what they have gained. They 
will never go back upon themselves. The 
ground assumed by Senator Nonwoop, that 
secession was justifiable, and that the Nation- 
al Covernment was not justified in opposing 
it with military force, implies the right to 
secede again when the opportunity occurs. 
Should that opportunity come, he will find 
the North just as wnited as it was in 1861. 
The assumptions of the Southern Democracy 
and the utter failure of the Northern De- 
mocracy in every State where it has been in 
power since November to better the condi- 
tion of things, already makes it apparent that 
the Republican party still has a mission to 
perform. 
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THE NEEDS OF BALTIMORE. 

Tt has become a matter of moment to the 
whole West that Baltimore should be amply 
provided with all the appliances for shipping 
freight to Europe and receiving it from Eu- 
rope. ‘The farmers of the Northwest wish to 
save money, not only onthe charges for trans- 
porting their grain to the seaboard, but on 
the charges for bringing back the goods ex- 
changed for the grain. The export trade of 
Baltimore is large and growing, but the im- 
port business, which is scarcely less im- 
portant to us, is not in as good condition. 
The means of transshipment are about per- 
fect. Am ocean vessel can come alongside a 
bonded warehouse, and its load can be trans- 
ferred to the warehouse or a train with only 
one handling. The half-dozen costly processes | 
of unloading freights at New York are re- 
dueed to one at Baltimore. Nevertheless, it 
is cheaper to send foreign goods to the latter, 
via New York, than to import them direct. 
This remarkable fact is due to a lack of ocean 
transportation. The several lines running to 
New York eompete with each other and so 
keep down freights. There is only one line 
plying regularly between Baltimore and 
Europe. This is the North German Lloyd.

Poisoning of a Family on 
the West Side. 


Mysterious 
A Mother and One Child 
Already Dead. 


Three Other Children Still Alive, but with 
I. Prospeets of Recovery. 
A Scene of Squalor, Wretchecness, and 


The Father, a Half-Witted Polish Jew, 


Harrowing Details of the Mys- 
| terious Tragedy, 


The foulest and most shocking crime which 
has ever been committed in this city came to tue 
surface last night. A whole family has been 
poisoned—two lie dead et the present writing, 
and ere this reaches the eye of the reader it is 
quite probable that three more will sleep their 
last sleep. The year 1875 bas thus far been re- 
markable for its 

GARSIVAL OF MURDERS 
and other crimes, but this iatest deed crowns al! 
in point of the number of its victims and their 
sufferings, aod the devilish and wanton cruelty 
of the ‘perpetrator. The father of. the family is 
without doubt the guilty murderer—a very rival 
of a Borgia. The detailg of the dreadful deed 
have been obtained with difficulty in a remote 
section. of the city, and from people 
whose information is meagre and unsatisfactory, 
The case is also mysterious from the fact that 
po one except the guilty party was preseot be- 
fore and after the uxoricide and infanticide— 
fora wife and foar little ones are the victims of 
this most horrible of happenings. The state- 
ments of all who could throw the slightest light 
on the murders are given, together with the 
scenes and incidents last night. 
THE SCENE. 

Cleaver street is ao obscure, unsewered sort of 
no-thoroughfare, lined on both aides with pov- 
erty-stricken shanties, inhabited by people of the 
most abject and indigent circumstances. Ita 
sidewalks are rickety, itg roadway is ungraded, 
and it is an exceeding!y unsafe and aisagreeable 
passage to travel at any time, especially after dark. 
It does not seem originally to have been intend- 
ed for a street at all. It has ite origin near Mil- 
waukee avenue; taking at the start a rather 
devious course among a quantity of scattered 
buildings which one must circumvent in 
a rather irregular course before he finds 
himself upon the street proper, which, 
after emerging from these entanglements, 
pursues a straight northward direction until it 
reaches Blackhawk street, 

NEAR THE NORTH CHICAGO ROLLING MILLS 
the locality is settled by quite a population of 
Polish Jews, many of whom are employed in 
various capacities. They are notoriously a class 
of people who live on almost noth- 
ing, and the es ot this 
neighborhood snfficiently attest their capacity 
in this respect. They live in houses which are 
scarcely better than shanties for the most part, 
and their interiors present many 

SCENES OF SQUALOR AND WANT 
which would mean almost starvation and beggary 
to any other class, however little its require- 
ments.

We lett 
oar @id home in Morganton, Fannin County, 
Ga., about five years ago, and removed to Howell 
County, Missouri. From there we went to 
Kansas, and, when overtaken by the Indiaas, 
were going to Colorado for my sister Jo- 
hanna’s health, . 

“We encamped on the banks of the Smoky 
Hill River, in Central Kaneas, about 14 miles 
from the track of the Kansas Pacific Railroad, 
and within 80 miles of Fort Wallace, on Thurs- 
day night, Sept. 10, 1874.

The 
details for the building of it could not be settled 
in a day. 

COMMISSIONER M’CAFFREY

had had lots of time to determine upon whether 
they should have a Court-House or not. There 
were many objections to rts building, the most 
serious of which was the obstacle which West 
Siders would bring to have the Couit-House 
erected on that side. There was a bill before 
the Legislature to aid them in this idea. In his 
opinion the sooner the Court-House was ballt 
the better. 

COMMISSIONER CLOUGH

| Diapatch to the Cincinnati Gazette, 

Cor, O., March 11.—The Convention to 
promote the recognition of God and Christian 
religion im the Constitution reassembled this 
morning, aud adopted u series of resolutions, of 
which the following is a synopsis: That the 
present Constitution is inharmonious with Chris- 
tian usages, common law, and the State Consti- 
tutions, and that the recognition of Almighty 

God in the National Constitution is not a union 

of Church and State, but is simply an affirmation 

of thenation’s right and duty to acknowledge 

God, the Lord Jesus Christ, and the authority 

of His Word, independent of  ecclesi- 

astical intervention; that this nation 
is committed to Christianity by its history, 
traditions, institutions, and laws, and the spirit 
of its moral standards; and that the proposed 
religions amendment is not an attempt to inno- 
vate, but to fix and authenticate our national 
Christan inheritance in our fundamental 


In the aftertoon, President H. H. e, of 
Geneva College, and the Rey, J. G. Lytle, or 
Muskingum County, addressed the Convention 
at length, Ia the evening it was orted that 
157 délegates, represen of ht States, had 
been 2 and that $2382 had been collected 
to further the objects of the Convention. The 
Rev. Dr. Pollock, of Wooster, spoke briefly but 
effeciual!y. 

Prof. O. U. Stoddard, of Wooster, spoke next, 
and maintained it was the solemn duty of Chris- 
tians and good men ta set the State right before 
God. What more fit than the nation should 


recognize im its organic jaw Him who has 


ordained the nation? Men do falsely when they | 


speak of liberty and scruples of conscience as 
reasons for not honoring God, for these are 
themselves the gifts of God, and should be de- 
Aoted to His service. Liberty can allow us to do 
nothing axcept that whicn is in accordance with 
the will of Heaven, and, when men ask us to use 
that liberty forthe pur of ignoring Diety, they 
ask us to do that which 1s destructive to liberty 
itself. Where shall we find that will interpretea ? 
In the B bie. If anyone has better authority, 
let him produce it. Conscience may recognize 
right from wrong, but there must be some stani- 
ard by which conscience can judge. That stand- 
ard is the Bible ; that Bibie is the word of Goa 
and fomjdation of all right. Civil law, tbhere- 
fore, the first of all civil lawa, the Constitution, 
should ze 0 the «~—Ss existence and 
eoverdiguty of God. Only His band can pre- 
serve the pation, and His bright image mast not 
be turned to the wall, lest irreligion and immor- 
ality rus ia upon us like a flood and overwhelm 
us in destruction. C/ascience, which is of God, 
cannot be appealed t in favor of dishonoring 
Him, in favor of exch ding His word from tie 
schools, or iu favor of keeping His name out of 
the Constitution. These things may be favored, 
but conscience has nothing to do with it. We 
are not fanatics in this matter. We simply act 
as patriots and as men. We believe the country 
that we love demands the change we gevocate. 
We would not have fall upon var country the 
judgments that sooner or later overtake the 
nations that forget God. We must not lose our 
reverence for duty, for in a crisis t e men to be 
trusted are those who reverence Jehovah. [Ap-

Te the Mster of The Chicago Tribune 
Hrps PAAR, March 15.—-The shortest and the 
best way to get md of the outrageous verdict 


rendered on Baturday of $5,700 per sore for a |- 


tract of swamp land some § miles from the 
Court-House is for the Park Commissiouers to 
let the owners keep the land. It was exchanged 
by the owner after the passage of the Park act 
for a single dwelliug-house on Pine street, south 
of the Water-Works, on the North Side, 
the value of which was never over 
$25,000. The immensity of this assessment 
must be considered in connection with 
the fact that one of the parties-to the suit— 
Judge Dunilevy—claims ownership to 210 acres 
directly north of the tract lately condemned, 
and for which he probably expects to get $150,- 
000—in addition to the amount already expended 
for grounds for the South Side Park. In view 
of these aseessmenis, and the enormous value 
at which the grounds are held, property-owners 
in the vicinity, and who are to be taxed for the 
purchase tugacy (the Park fund being exhaust- 
ed), demand now that an act be od by the 
Legisiature ging to the Park missioners 
power to sell and vacate the lands already con- 
demned and purchased, and apply the proceeds 
to the reduction of the cost or to the prove- 
ment of tie northerly park of the two, which, 
with its 1,200 acres of land and drives, is ail 
sufficient for at least twenty-five coming gen- 
erationg, leaving to posterity 1,000 or 1,500 years 
distaut something to do for themselves. 

Land in the vicinity of Rome that would have 
sold 2,000 years ago at about this figure can be 
had to-day for $200 per acre. 

The completion of a grand boulevard ll round 
the city from Lincoln to the South Park can be 
conpleted for half what the Commissioners are 
likely to be forced to pay for the remaining 
lands in this distant park, and the drive will be 
worth ten times more than the whole of that 
park, no matter how well it may be improved.

The Gas-Ius 
gas-lamp repairer has several times failed to 
perform his work with becoming prompti 
he thinks the Council could not have chosen a 
worse time for looking over the number of 
broken lamps in the city. On several occasions 
he states that he has refused to sign bills until 
the work was performed, last month’s bill 
among others. e exceasive cold during the 
month, together with the violent winds, broke 
and threw out of order a large number of lamps, 
until at present there are some 800 out of repair. 
However, it ig not to be understood that 
all broken lamps are never lighted;

cases where it is absolutely useless to do so. It 
is in the Gas Company's interest as well as in 
the public interest that a street lamp should be 
kept in repair, for the wind is constantly acting 
as an haust on a broken street lamp, thereby 
consuming more gas than if the wind were 
totally excluded.
